sessioon of the legislature. To the first there is 
considerable oppc sition on the part of the fusion- 
ists, but itis generally conceded that it will be 
adopted. The legislature which proposed it en- 
acted thatit should .o into effect on the day of 
its ratification. .If it is carried, the election 
will require omiy a plurality, Lt is claimed by; 
the fusionists that this could net be done, as it 
makes the amendment retroactive, and say 
that if the republicans are defeated, 


they wiil call nu the supreme court, 
which, in their interest, will take the same Vicw.

Other Euro- 
pean countries share in this revival of 
trade; and the actual rate of European 
consumption is high with every  pros- 
pect of continuing so. “If,” says 
the Financial Chronicie, “the 
present eastern demand on Manchester 
for goods isto be kept up to the present 
extent, and a better home demand springs 
up—as there isevery reason to anticipate 
will spring up under the influence of the 
better crops—the total requirements of 
Europe for cotton ought to be in excess 
of the year just closed.” In this country 
there is scarcely an idle or an unprofit- 
able spindle. There is really more doubt 
about the spinning capacity than about 
the demand for the new crop. The new 
crop wiil be needed, but it is a question 
whether the spindles of the world can 
keep up with the demand for goods. 
There is not in short a fact before the 
public upon which an opinion in favor 
of very low prices for cotton can be 
based. Every known fact points to fair 
and remunerative prices from the open- 
ing of the year to its close.

It is said that history repeats itself; and 
in this, our day and time, we hear a great 
deal said about Colquitt, we hear a great 
deal said about Gordon; we hear a great 
deal said about Brown; but we bear precious 
little said about Georgia. 
| propose to-day to say something about 
Georgia, and the material interests of her 
citizens. 
Aslam nota candidate for oftice, and 
never expect to be, I shall not attempt to 
make one of those “‘spread-eagie’’ speeches 
which candidates sometimes indulge in, ex- 
citing the passions and prejudices of their 
heareis, full of sound and fury, signifying 
no hing; but l shall endeavor to make to 
youa plain, practical speecb, in such man- 
ner a8 may suit my own Convenience, and 
in a manner which I trust you will be abie 
to understand.

I know it is not @ pieasant thing to con 
template. [ don't like to contemplate it 
myself; butit is best to look stern facts in 
ibe face and to regulate our conduct by 
(lem, : 

W hen a people are in that condition, it is 
a struggie for existence; and when we con 
templace the condition in which our people 
were jeft, it is wonderful that, they have 
done so well as they have When @ peupic 
are leit in that impoverished condition, it 
must be apparent to everybody that the 
burdens of government sbhouid be made to 
bear as lightly upon them as possible. that 
no greater burden should be imposed upon 
‘hem than absolutely nec@ssary. 

Few realize the facts as to tne condition 
ofour people. It is true, there are some 
iew wen who have grown ricb since the war; 
put they are Comparatively few. It is that 
class of men who had some capital, and fur- 
nished provisions and supplies at big rates 
of interest and high commissions. That 
class of men seemed to have prospered, lu 
ueve grown rich; but they bave done su of) 
the necessities of the great body of the peo 
ple. The great body of the people are sfili 
puor, aud it will bea long time before they 
replace the capital which has been swept 
from under them, 

There is one great fact that I wish to im 
press upou your minds, because it is a faci 
to Which your experience will bear tesu 
moby, and itis thigs—tifat since the war. 
when the people ure in their impoverished 
condition, the amount of money and taxes 
‘hat bave been required to run their pov- 
erninent, is jarger—greater in amount thin: 
.t Was before tbe war, when the people nad 
Jenty of properiy to be taxed, and the 
means to pay it. 

iia iact cannot be disputed. The az. 
zregate amount required to run the govera- 
ment since the war has been greater than it 
was before the war, whe, the people were 
rich and prosperous. The experience of 
every inan will testify to that. Tueayyrcyate 
amount of your taxes has been larger since 
the war than it was before the war, and the 
question arises right there, why 1s that so? 
That the fact is true cannot be disputed. 
ibere must be a cause for it. Our people 
have been restive under it. There is nodis 
‘uising that fact either They felt there 
was something wrong somewhere, They pay 
Delrtukes You see no more of ib alter ii 
goes out of your hands It is necessarily 
entrusted to your agent to make the appii 
cation of it, and see that it is properly ap- 
propriated. Afrer you have entrusted it to 
nim vou see no more of it; yuu have paid 
it and it is gone. 

Ivis true aiso that large amounts of mon- 
ey have been collected from outside sources 
—collected from the general government, 
cullected from back taxes upon railroads 
under the act of 1874and under the deci- 
sions of your court. Large amounts have 
been paid into the public treasury, but how 
much 6ught tobe there? That is the great 
question—how much ought to be there? 

As I remarked, it is claimed that our peo- 
ple are prosperous. They have received 
large amounts of money; tbat money is in 
‘be treasury. They are told that the credii 
of Ube state was never bighber than it is now, 
that the state is prosperous, thatthe present 
administration is prosperous, that every- 
thing is lovely and prosperous 

Well, that does very well to talk about; 
put it is merely talk; and the only favor I 
ask of you is that when you hear such re- 
ted, and go home after hearing it, you 
will bunt up your tax receipts and see 
wheth:r the taxes have been lessened— 
whether the burdens have been diminished 
Chey will furnish the best reply to all that 
sort of argament. The one is talk, the other 
is the stubborn fact That is the highest 
and best evidence you can have in reply to 
‘hese general declarations. 

Our people, as I remarked, have been 
restive under this state of things; and two 
years ago they sent up to the state capitol, 
representatives. Many of them were young 
men who had grown upsince the war, self- 
made men, energetic men who had been 
accustomed to rely upon themselves, and 
who bad tbe contideuce of their constitu- 
ents. They sent them to look into these 
things. 

They felt there was something wrong, and 
they directed them to make inquiries, and 
they did commence to make inquiries. 
They began to investigate into the depart- 
ments of our government; and in the lan- 
guage of one member of a committee, ‘the 
investigation showed everything rotten in 
every department, except o!d man Bar- 
nett’s, and everything was right there.” 
The result of thatinquiry and investiga- 
tion was that two of your state-house offi 
cials were impeached, and a third would 
bave been if he had not resigned. They 
were put upon their trial. Oue of thew 
was convicted, and the other would have 
been if the weight of the executive depart- 
ment of the government had not been 
thrown in favor of his acquittal. There 
was a majority of the senate who voted 
for his conviction, but he lacked the two- 
thirds the constitution required, and he 
was acquitted. He offered to pay back a 
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iarge sum of money, if they would not 
prosecute him; but the committee thought 
i. was Hot proper that he should buy him- 
self offin that way. If he had taken the 
public money. be should be prosecuted, and 
made an example of, to deter others from 
doing likewise; and they were right. But 
since bis acquittal, I bave never heard of 
bis paying that money back, and I don’t 
think he bas ever doneit. He offé:ed to 
pay it back in order to avoid tbe prosecu- 
tion, but when he was ecquitted he kept 
the money. There is one question | want 
to put to you to-day, and it isthis: Did you 
approve at that time of the investigaiion by 
your representatives into the condition of 
your affairs at the state capitol]? Did you 
approve of it at that time? I presume you 
d Did you think it was right then to in- 


posed, the beiter. And i. is the part of the 
representatives of the people tu periorm 
that duty, and they did perform it. Are 
you going back upun them in the perform- 
ance of that duty? If you do, ft wil! be 
poor encouragemeat for any future investi- 
gation into these affairs by your represen- 
latives. 

But it is said that all this investigatior, 
all this inquiry into frauds and pecuiation, 
was done for the purpose of persecuting 
the governor of your state Ido not sup- 
pose that a singie member of the bouse of 
represeotatives bad any such idea. They 
lid it because they felt it to be their duty 
| admit that it did reflect upon his admin- 
istration. It did that, and ought to have 
dove lt. It ought to have reflected upos 
any administration. There was uo diszuls- 
ing the fact, aad he felt it. 

But that they had any personal motives, 
as far as he was concerue!), I do nut believe. 
They did it in pursuance of a pubiic duty 

There was the governor; these things had 
been done right there under his nose, in the 
same building where he was, and in the 
departments over which he had the super- 
intendence; and it may be possible (and 
[ am charitabie enough to say sv) that he 
did not personally know anything of those 
frauds aud pculations, so iar he wes con- 
cerned. That may all beso, and out of 
charity, I will assume that it was so. But 
it was his duty to have knowo it. It was 
bis duty to have known what was going on 
rightunder his nose, in the departments 
-there; aod be had the authority of the law 
to require therm to mae reports, and to 
make examinations at any time he might 
think proper to do go. 

Do you remember the motto of the state 
of Georgia—her coat of arms? You see it 
upon the great seal of the state; and you 
votice there that tue executive department 
is represented by a little soldier with a 
drawn sword. Hestands there a representa 
tive of theexecutive. That is emblematic 
of the executive oflicer of the government; 
he is put upou guard. He is stationed there 
uot only to guard the constitution, but io 
guard the people's treasury. 

It is emblematic of his duty, and is upon 
the coat of arms of your state, and every 
seal that you see is impressed withit. It is 
Ho eXcuse to say that be did not know of 
these things. He ought to have known vi 
them; he was putupon guard and stationed 
there to Know-of them; and while he may 
not personally have participated, (and 1 do 
not say that he did) 1 do say it was his duty 
to Know What was going on there, for the 
protection of the peop.e of the state. Yuu 
put him there for that purpose; you paid 
him $4,000 a year to do that thing, and ii is 
lis business to do it, to look after and prvo- 
tect your interest while you are here at 
home pursuing your daily avucations, dig- 
ging your tax invney outof the earth, and 
seuding it up tbere to have it guarded, pro 
tected, and properly appropriated He says 
he did not know. He was bound to kuuw 
it; 1t Was his duty to have known it 
And itis high time that men who are en- 
trusted with public responsibilities and 
public office suould uvderstand that they 
uave something to do besides sitting up 
(here, crossing their legs, besides traveling 
vver the country seeking opularity and 
drawing their salaries, doicg nothing. They 
have something to do, and the law aad the 
constituuion require tbat they should be 
Vigilant io doing it. You have no other 
protection, You have to trust them, and 
luvk to them for protection. These mai 
practices were occurring iu yourstate-house, 
rigit there in the same baildiaog with the 
executive ollice, and although he might not 
have Known it, it retlected upon his admin- 
istration. It was all dunein the interests 
of the people those representatives repre- 
sented. It was done in your interests, and 
not tor the purpose of persecuting any body. 
Sev much then for tne action of the repre 
sentative departments of the government in 
persecuting the executive. 

1 come now tu another branch of the zgov- 
ernment. It is claimed that the judicia 
department of the government has also 
been persecuting the govermmor; and how did 
they persecute him ? 

Weil, 1tappears that in the regular course 
of judicial proceedings, a case came before 
veur supreme court, and originated in this 
way: 

Atruan by the name of Alston was elected 
pubile printer; the state advanced him 
$5.000, and instead of doing any work fer 
ihe state, be appropriated the money to iils 
own use. [Le siate sued him and his secu 
riiies to recover that $5,000 His securities 
tiled a plea, ai.d they pieaded that the gov- 
ervor had received $5 000 which belonged to 
Aiston and was paid to him; that he bad 
jailed to deduct the $5,000 Alston owed the 
state; Alston being lisulvent, they said this 
was such negiect as discharged them as se 
curities under the law; that he ought to 
save retained the money in his own bauds 
which Alston owed to the state, 

Well, there are two questions made before 
the court, and they originated upon this 
statement of facts. I have the record be- 
fore me, and I think I havea pretty distinct 
recollection of it. 

Ine state had collected a large claim 
against the federal goverument. In other 
words, congress had appropriated in favor 
of the state of Georgia, in satisfaction of a 
Claim, $198,V28 58, 

Well the governor ot the state went on to 
Washington, and received a check for that 
money. He brought it to Atlanta. He paid 
of that money $152,228 24 into the treasury. 
[his check was made payable to him as 
governor of the state of Georgia. He re- 
ceived it for the state of Georgia. He was 
only the agent of the state of Georgia. The 
mouey did not belong tohim He paid, as 
I remarked, $152,228 24 into the treasury of 
the state, but retained $45,800 33 in his own 
hands that he did rot pay into the treasury. 
Whatdid he do with it? He says that he 
paid it to certain lawyers, Alston, Gariing- 
ton andanother, as a fee! that they had a 
lien upon that for their fee; that that 
money did nct belong to the state; that it 
belonged to these lawyers. 

These are the facts. I am stating facts 
Well, the case came before the supreme 
court. The first question the court 
had to decide was whether it was the duty 
of the governor, having received the money 
as the agent of the state, made payable 
to him as the governor of the state to have 
paid the whole amuunt of that draft into 
the treasury of the state, as well as the 
$152,000 that he did pay. Well, the «a- 
preme court decided that it was his duty to 
have paid it all into the treasury, the whole 
as well as a part. On paying a part, he 
recognized that it all belonged to the stite 
of Georgia Toat is what the supreme 
court decided; and they decided au impor- 
tant principle, not only applicable to that 
case, but to a great many other cases tha‘ 
preceded it, or bave since succeeded it 
li applied to the fee of $10,008 or $11,00) | 
said to Tuggie; it applied to the money 
paid to Kiy, and various other attorneys 
too numerous to mention, collected under 
the pretence of rendering service to the 
state, The governor paid the money out of 
the treasury and paid them without any ap 
propriations having been made therefor by 
the legislature, or investigation as to wheth 
er those fees were reasonable or unreason- 
ab!e. Your supreme court decided that the 
governor had no legal power under 
he constitution or the laws 
to do that; and they intended 
to cut up »y the roots this pernicious prac- 
tice of making these contracts with lawyers 
and this thrusiing of hands into the treas- 
ury ard taking out the money without any 
appropriation made by the people’s repre 
sentatives. Your supreme court decided 
that they had no authority or power to dy 
that, and they settled a great principle in 
favor of the people of Georgia and for the 
proteciion of their iuterests. 

Now the sup:eme ceurt recognized this 
fac’, that the governor was authorized to 
make a coniract with attorneys to repre- 
sent the interest of the state, but whiie he 
had the power to do that, he had no power 
conferred upou him by the constitution or 
the laws to put his band in the treasury 
and take out the money te pay them. Tne 
representatives of the people had the power 
to see about that. But tne governor has 
appealed from the decision of the people, 
and complained that the court persecuted 
bim; that they persecuted him in making 
that decision. 

Now you have the facts © Let me repeat 
them again, so we will know just where we 
stand. ; 

The governor received $198 028.58. He 
paid into the treasury $152,228 24, and he 
retained in his own bauds $45,504 34, and 
paid it to those iawyers. Now there 18 no 
dispute about these facts) These are the 
facts just as they exist and just as they ap- 
pear in the record which I have before me 

Well, now, I wish to give the governor's 
version of it, the version given uader bis 
own hand. He had been gs-erHng-it over 
the country befure he wrote this ietier I 
read what he says under his own hand in 
Tue Constitution. He says: f 

“The position that by law the whole 
amount should have gone into the treasury 


amount which belonged to the state.”’ 
That it his statement; and be and the 
superior court are directly at issue. 

Now his whole argument is based upon 
this idea, that this $45 804 34 belonged to 
these lawyers, that it did not belong to the 
Siate at all; because, he said, thev had a 
iegal lien upon it, it belonged to them, that 
he paid iuto the treasury what belonged to 
the state, and he paid to them what be- 
jonged to them.. Well, the question is, did 
it belong tothem? That is the question 
He says it did; the supreme court says it 
did not. 

Well, now you are not lawyers many of 
you, but you have some common sense and 
all good law is founded on reason and com- 
mon sense. You have common — sense 
enough to know that a man individually 
may wake acontract with a lawyer, and 
may agree to pay him acertain amount for 
his services in collecting money or anything 
else When the lawyer collects that muney, 
he bas a lien upon it against that individual 
whose money it is, because it comes out of 


one else; and he can create a lien upon his 
ownmoney. But howis it when a man is 
a trustee and undertakes to create a lien 
Bye the property of others? Thatis a cat 
ofa different color eatirely. 

A trustee cannot make a contract to bind 
the trust property unless be has express au- 
thority oflaw. It is not his property: And 
this money was not the money of the gov- 
ernor; it was the money of the people of 
the state. He has no right to make acon 
tract creating a lien upon it; the law con 
ferred no such authority upon hin; he bad 
no rignt to bind their property, or create a 
lien upon their money. 

Now you can see how these things would 
work, if the law was as the governor con- 
tends 

Governor Smith made a contract with 
those parties before Governor Colquitt came 
into ottice. Tuere is a dispute between them 
as to whether the full amount of the 
twenty five per cent should have been paid 
Goveruor Smith says it was not to exceed 
twenty-five per cent. But I do not cavyil 
about that. I will put it upon the broad 
“round that the contract was made with 
Governor Smith that these men were to 
have tweaty tive per cent. 

Well, if the governor, a trustee, (and he 
is no chiog but a trustee for the peop:e) can 
put his hand in the treasury and take out 
310 WOU, he can make a coutract for $500,000 
woud put his bands into the treasury and 
bankrupt it. He bas no such power, and 
the peuple never eatrusted him with any 
such power, and God forbid that they ever 
should eatrust him with any such power! 
Such a thing was never heard of in the 
state until the advent of Batlock’s aduin- 
istration, and heemployed lawyers aud 
paid them out of the treasury in that way. 
But before tne warthe rule was this: when 
the governor emploved a lawyer to do any 
business for the state, he might agree upon 
the fee, or to pay what hisservices were rea- 
sonably worth—he might do either; but 
when the services were performed, it never 
Was thought of that this lawyer bad a lien 
upon the people’s money. When he col- 
lected the money he paid it into the treas- 
ury, aud the governor reporied the fact to 
the leyislature aud recommended reasona- 
bie fees to be paid, and they appropriaced 
what they considered just and reasonable, 
and the governor drew his warrant for 
whatever was appropriated. The people 
bave never let louse their hands on the pub- 
lic money in the pubic treasury for auy 
governor to dispose of without their leave 
—never! 

the whole errorwasin supposing. that 
this money belouged to those iawyers; and 
the truth is that they never had adollarof 
it in their hands to havea lien upon. Bit 
tue governor assumed that it beiwonged to 
them, and not to the staaie, and he paid 
it. | , 

Let us look into those things a littie more 
Closely. There is nv proof beiore the court 
ol any service they had rendered. The 
fhODeY Was appropriated OY @Cl Of Colelress 
Uhey never sued for itin asy court, nor 
collected any money. I supposed our rep- 
esevtatives did thelr duty lu getting the 
biil through cougress making the appropri 
ation, and asto whatthese men did, there 
is no pruof inthe reeord. There was no 
suit by them, or anything of the sort 
There is no’ a particle of evi tence to: show 
that they did anything. Now let us s*% 
Whal the coustlution, aid iaws ot your. 
state say Upon this subject... Your cousri- 
tuilon declares that no money shail be 
drawi: from the treasury except by appro- 
priation made by law. Tue law says, “ail 
payments from the treasury, unless other- 
wise provided, sirail be made upon the war 
ranieof the goveraor—acd he may wi.iiboid 
his approval Upon any account audited an: 
certified by the comptroller general The 
Warrant shouid aiways speci'y Upon Wial 
appropriaiion the fasd is drawis ”’ 

Tuere was no check on the treasurer at 
all; there was nothing entered on the comp- 
trulier yenerai’s buovks, (here was po account 
audited—nothing of the kind He just 
takes 345,000, and pays it over to these law- 
yers upon the assumption that they are en 
titled to it; that it belonged io them, and 
did not beiong to the state. Your supreme 
court held that the governor did net have 
the powertodotna:. While he could make 
a contract for services, he could not take the 
people’s money and appropriate it in pay- 
ment of these services until they had an op 
portunity to look into the matter, and say 
whether it was reasonab:e or unreasonabie, 
and appropriate whatever they thought was 
right and proper And you kuow, and 
those parties Knew, that they would appro 
priate not $40,000, or anything like that 
they wonid Lave appropriated what was 
reasonable, but they would not appropriate 
such big amounts as that. 

They knew that, and would not go before 
the leyi-lature 

The governor assumed that this rnoney 
belonged to these attorneys-—that they had 
a lien upon it. 

{ have endeavored to show that a trustee 
could not create alien upon the funds of 
the cestui que trust, unless he had the ex- 
press authority of law to do it; and while 
the governor, as the trustee of the people 
may make a contract, yet the attorney ac- 
quires no lien as against the people in con- 
sequence of that contract, unless the general 
assembly says s», and appropriates tbe 
money topay it. Thatis the great principle 
your supreme court decided as to all these 
parties. 

They decided that the governor had no 
power to pay that money; he says he had, 
that it belonged to the lawyers, Let me 
iliustrate by a case with waoich you are 
more familiar; you may understand it bet 
ter. An administrator is the trustee for the 
estate he represents. Suppose he is en- 
trusted with a note for a thousand dollars 
belonging to the orphans of the astate. He 
agrees togivea lawyer $500 to collect it. 
This lawyer collects the full amount, re- 
tains out of it $500, and says he has a lien 
upon that $500 of these orphan’s mouey for 
his fee and the administrator claims a credit 
for that amount. 

When he carries it tothe ordinary to have 
the account allowed; the ordinary wi!l look 
into the matter He will say, ‘“‘you have a 
right to create a lien upon your own prop 
erty, but you have no rigit to create a lie» 
upon these orphans’ money and property.” 
{fi that were the law, the administrator 
could gobble up the whole estate; and if 
that were the law, the governor and a few 
lawyers could gobble up ail the mouey in 
the treasury. 

The governor assumed that they had a 
lien upon this money, without the con-ent 
of the legistature. If it belonged to the 
lawyers, there would be some force in it; it 
did not belong to the lawyers, and there 
was no governor who could make such a 
contract. 

Let us see what the cole says. The only 
authority the governor had to make a con- 
tract, or employ lawyers at all, is to be 
found in the 631 section of the code. 

That gives him the anthority to employ 
lawyers. After going onto recite that he 
may do so, it says: “On such terms for 
compensation that he may agree upon; but 
the fees of such aitorueys sball pe cond: 
tional,’ which meant to be reviewed by the 
general asseimb!y aod ihe representatives of 
the people. The governor has no right to 
make an absolute contract. The law says 
such fees shall be conditional; itis the right 
of the peopie, through their i epresentatives, 
to pass upon and adjudicate the amount of 
thuse ‘ees, and not the governor. If it is 
too much, they will not pay it; if it right 
and reasonable, they will. 

This money be onged to the state of Geor- 
gia. It was received by the governor as 
the agent a.d trustee of the people of 
Georgia, and it was tris duty to have paid it 
iuto the trea-ury—aii of it. What author- 
ity of law did the governor bave to avjudyg: 
that any part of it belonged to Aiston and

My history asa public man has existed 
some time. I bave always endeavored to 
promote good government. In 1828, [ was 
the youngest member of the Georgia legis 
lature. In 1833 1 was the youngest judze of 
the superior courts in the state. In 1845, 
when the supreme court was organized, I 
was the youngest judge upon that beuch; 
and when I resigned the other day, ] was 
the oldest. I have been in. the service of 
the people of Georgia upwards of thirty five 
years, and I have always endeavored w re 
fect no discredit upon the people of Geor- 
gia; and especially has it been my purpose 
to reflect no discredit upon the people of 
Meriwether county, which has been my 
home for upwards of forty-tive years, and 
where I expect to be buried. Ard, so far 
as I have heard, there has been no forma! 
protest of any want of co: fidence in my of 
ticial conduct, with but a single exception 
and that is uf very recent date. 

I owe a debt of graiitude to the people of 
Georgia which I can never repay. Thev 
trusted me in my youth when I was scarce- 
ly able to trast myself. They have honored 
and trusted mein my vig»rous manhood 
They haye honored and trusted me in my 
old age. And when the last setting sun 
shall close down upon my earthiy career, 
my last prayer shall be fur the good gov 
ernment, the honor, weifare and prosperity 
of the whole people of this grand old com 
monweaith.
